A Corner To Be Used Exclusively For the Promotion 
of Plan To Locate Better Cows In This County

Well, luck was a little better 
the past week. We got seven calves 
in and they were all fine. Two of 
them were males. We feel like 
the cold weather will help us to 
et more calves in the near future, 

When the calves came in Sat- 
urday afternoon it was late and 
the weather was unusually cold. 
The calves had not had feed or 
shelter since Friday p. m., so we 
were forced to let them go at once. 
The writer tried to phone to some 
of the boys but could not, and on 
this account we let two of the 
calves go out of the order of the 
numbers . We shall conform strict- 
ly to the rules and take each fel- 
low at his turn when _ possible. 
Please remember that we are not 
getting any pay for what we do 
and for that reason there is a limit 
to the amount of time we can lose 
with this work. 


The next Calves received will 
go to J. C. Wilsén and after he 
gets his two then J. I. Pearce 
comes next, and after him comes 
li. S. Grimes, and so on. We do 
not know what to expect this week 
but we will very probably get a 
few calves next Friday night. J 
believe that J. C. Wilson would be 
safe in coming for his two Satur- 
day morning. 

What has become of those who 
wanted registered calves? We are 
in touch with another man who has 
some good calves for sale. Please 
let us hear from you at once. We 
know of some fine heifer calves 
that are weaned and of the very 
best strain of Jersey you can get 
for $50.00 each, but they must be 
taken ut once. We know -f two 
fine registered bull calves » months 
old which you can buy at $30.00 
each. Now is a mighty good time 
to get them before the winter is 
on us. 


We expect to start in a short 
length of time on a program for 
the entire county by which we hope 
to eliminate every serub bull in 
the county. It will take quite a 
lot of help to do this and I am now 
calling for suggestions from citi- 
zens of each beat. What \,.11 be 
the best plan to use in tus trork? 
It is my idea that we should have 
a committee of about five citizens 
in tach beat who would care for 
that beat. There will be two things 
to look after: First we must see 
that there is not a scrub bull in 
the beat, and next we must see 
to it that there is a good register- 
ed bull within reach of ‘each man. 
Now who are willing to do this? I 
would like to have suggestions 
from the citizeis of each beat. If 
the beats are too large we might 
take it by school districts or we 
might double the committee in the 
large beats, or better still, we 
might divide the large beats into 
sections. But it is going to be 
necessary for some of us to do 
some work. Are you willing to do 
your part? I am sure that you 
are. Would you rather have a 
meeting in your beat, or would 
you rather have the meeting here 
in Elba? 


We would like to have a few let- 
ters from some of the boys out in 
the county. What about you fel- 
lows who have had your calves for 
a few weeks? Won’t you write us 
a letter about your calves? We 
would like to hear from some of 
you. In other words, we want 
something to put in this pen, as it 
is pretty tiresome for one man to 
continue to write about the same 
matter. So come on and help us 
a little. 


Yes sir, we still have fur bear- 
ing rabbits right here in town 
where everybody can see them. We 
want you and all your folks to 
drop by and look them over. We 
admit that raising rabbits is a lazy 


man’s job, but we believe that we 
have plenty of men right here in 
g00d old Coffee Cou'nty who will

A large delegation of football 
‘fans went over to Ozark Thanks- 
giving afternoon and saw __ their 
Tigers (minus claws and teeth) 
overwhelmed by the Dale County 
Hi. 

In this game the Elba boys show- 
ed a pitiful reversal of form, for 
whereas they played like cham- 
pions the previous Saturday, when 
they ran roughshod over the Pike 
County High School Team, from 
Brundidge, to the tune of 56 to 
0, on Thursday they were unable 
to show anything resembling their 
true strength. The Elba line, 
which has been holding like a stone 
wall against the best teams in the 
association, and which has been 
the strong point all season, crum- 
bled like a pile of sand under the 
onslaughts of the Ozark battering 
ram. Nearly all of the Ozark gains 
were made through the Tiger 
lline.

MONTGOMERY, ,Ala., Dec. 2 
Alabama will have between §8 
750,000 and $4,000,000 for ro 
building and maintenance next yeu 
without a bond issue if cong 
makes the emergeney appropriatior 
of $1,660,000 called for in a bi 
introduced Monday by Representa 
tive Lister Hill, Montgomery. 

Hill’s bill is intended to care 
for the heavy flood damage suf 
fered by Alabama highways and 
bridges in South Alabama in 
March and April. It has been the 
policy of the federal government 
to make emergency appropria- 
tions for flood damage, particu- 
larly highways and bridges. En- 
gineers of the State Highway 
Commission and federal engi- 
neers investigated the losses and 
the Highway Commission and 
Representative Hill estimated 
that the government’s share 
should be $1,660,000. 

In addition to this amount, an 
|nouncement was made in Was! 
ington Monday that the Federal 
3ureau of Public Roads has reap 
portioned about $28,000,000 of 
federal highway funds which hai 
not been claimed by various state: 
Within the time allotted by law. A] 
jthough the announcement did no 
give Alabama’s portion, it is prob 
able that it will be about one-forty 
eighth of the total, which will piv: 
the state $600,000 additional, Thy 
reapportionment will be based on 
population, 
| The annual appropriation of 
Congress as federal aid for con- 
struction of trunk line bridges 
and roads in Alabama has been 
between $1,500,000 and $1,750,- 
000, which will run the total 
available next year from federal 
| funds alone, figuring that the 
bills will be passed and the reap- 
portionment will stand, to be- 
tween $3,750,000 and $4,000,- 
000. 

State funds will also be avail- 
able, but no estimate of the total 
lhas been completed by the High- 


way Commission.

These farmers and their toastmas- 
ter brought out the benefits and 
Jimportanece of using one certain 
tool on the farm, and too, it was 
proving to be one of the hardest 
jto use correctly, but if used cor- 
|rectly it would give the best re- 
|turns of any tool on the farm. This 
| simple tool is the lead pencil. These 
| expert farmers keep an accurate 
account of everything done on the 
farms, ani in, this way they can 
soon tell which thing is the most 
profitatle for them. 

Now, these farms consisted of 
from 80 to 640 acres. A good 
|number were under 150 acres. All 
Jof them carried cows, some beef 
jtype, some dairy type. They used 
jfull bloods in every case. They 
did not waste anything that could 
be saved. We buy about $100 
worth of fertilizer per plow in this 
| territory. In Illinois these cows 
|produced the fertilizer which made 
| the lands very rich. They can on- 
ly grow one crop each year, where- 
}as in Alabama we can easily grow 
jtwo. Their average production of 
corn was about 50 bushels per 
| acre. These nineteen farmers fed 
| their corn to livestock. They were

|Demonstrated That It 
Pays to Fertilize Corn 


| The answer to the question, 
“Does it pay to fertilize corn??? 
was convincingly answered on C. 
I. Bush’s farm, according to Coun- 
ty Agent W. M. Ray. “There is no 
better way of answering a ques- 
tion of this kind than to let the. 
plant do it here in our community 
on our own farm:,” he said. 

On five acres of corn there was 
applied 200 pounds Chilean Nitrate 
of Soda as a side dressing 40 to 
50 days after planting. The yield 
was 80.6 bushels per acre. There 
was one-fourth of an acre in this 
demonstration that received no fer- 
tilizer and the yield was 8 bushels 
per acre. The corn receiving ni- 
|trate of soda made an increase of 
22.6 bushels per acre over the corn 
receiving’ no nitrate, or a profit of 
$17.60 per acre after deducting 
the cost of the nitrate. 

Regardless of yield, it costs just 
as much for seed, preparation, 
planting, cultivation, ete., for one 
acre as for another. ‘Tho adding 
of the right kind of fertilizer, 
therefore, is profitable and greatly 
reduces the per unit cost of grow- 
ing the crop.

definitely decided to enter the race 
for Governor, according to an- 
nouncement made here Tuesday. 
The Judge has been considering 
the matter for several weeks, and 
although it was announced some 
weeks ago that he was runninw, 
his final decision was not made un- 
til this week. His formal declara- 
tion will be filed in Montgomery 
today or tomorrow. 

Judge Carnley has let it be 
known that he is not seeking the 
help of any special interests and 
says that he would not have the 
office handed to him on a “silver 
waiter’ by these special interests. 
He believes a man should be free 
and independent to do what is 
right for the people and all the 
people. “He will conduct his cam- 
paign in a clean, honest manner 
and will seek the’support of the 
citizens of Alabama upon issues 
and not upon the use of campaign 
funds. 

In his statement issued Tuesday, 
Judge Carnley has stated his posi- 
tion on many of the leading sub- 
jects to be considered during the 
campaign. ‘Il want to take Muscle 
Shoals out of the clutches of the 
Power Trusts, and see it operated 
in the interest of the farmers of 
the South,” says the Judge in his 
opening announcement. 

Judge Carnley will have a well 
defined platform to place before 
the people of the State, and says 
that he will not appeal to party 
faction. He will lay his claim be- 
fore the people of the State on con- 
structive measures and _ policies. 
Following is Judge Carnley’s full 
statement regarding his candidacy: 


Carnley, 


Alabama, has 


“T am announcing my candidacy 
for the high office of Governor. I 
am grateful to God for good 
health and ability to work. 

“T realize very fully the magni- 
tude of this undertaking in sub- 
mitting my claimgeto the people of 
Alabama. I do not approve of 
large expenditures in political cam- 
paigns. I value support hased up- 
on issues, and not the use of cam- 
paign funds. I have always stood 
for clean, honest campaigns for 
public office. It has been said that 
a publie office is a public trust, 
and certainly no public servant 
or trustee of the people should be 
biased in the administration of the 
office awarded him. 

MY PUBLIC RECORD 

“The people of my County have 
honored me with public office at 
times during the last thirty years. 
In 1898 I was elected to the office 
of County Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation, and was re-elected to the 
same office in 1900. In 1904 I 
graduated from the Law Depart- 
ment of the University of Ala- 
bama, and I practiced law for 18 
years, during which time I served 
for some years on the County 
Board of Education, helping to 
place my County as one of the 


first to levy the one mill tax for 
Since 1915 the 
has levied four mills county school 
tax, besides three mills by a ma- 
jority of the separate school dis- 
triets in the County. As County 
Superintendent of Eduention T se- 
cured separate school districts in 
the County. This was in the year 
of 1900, three years before the 
State abandoned the old township 
supervision of publie schools. 

“The people of my County and 
Congressional District honored me 
as one of the delegates to the Dem- 
ocratie Convention at Baltimore 
which nominated that great expo- 
nent of progressive democracy, 
Woodrow Wilson. At this Con- 
vention I stood by the instructions 
given by the Democratic Conven- 
tion of my State. I did not help 
Wall Street fight progressive Dem- 
ocracy, defended by that great 
Democrat, William Jennings Bry- 
an. I admired Bryan and_ stood 
with him. We won for Democ- 
racy and the country in the nomi- 
nation and then election of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

“T was elected a member of the 
Legislature in 1915 and filled out 
the unexpired term of Hon. M. S. 
Carmichael. I was re-elected as 
Representative in 1918 and served 
in the regular session of 1919 and 
two extra sessions called by Gov. 
Thos. BE. Kilby, 1920 and 1921. I 
invite a careful examination of my 
record as a member of the Ala- 
bama Legislature in all of these 
sessions. As Representative I led 
the fight in the House to require 
big: capital in the State (Alabama 
Power Company) to pay its just 
share of the taxes.

Crumpton, president of the Anti- 
Saloon League, for temperance leg- 
islation, and for the ratification of 
the 18th Amei!ment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. I 
am not ashamed of the prohibition 
laws of my State and think they 
should be rigidly enforced. 

“As a public servant and as a 
private citizen I have stood for fair 
and reasonable taxation. I have 
never favored high taxes. I in-
